line. It waa also pointed out that if 
the action of the Grand Trunk should 
stop the construction of the Trans-Can- 
ada, not only would the Province lose 
the immense revenue expected to be re- 
ceived from the forest lands of the 
James Bey territory, but the Quebce 
bridge, now under construction, might 
be imperilied by the prospective loss of 
traffic from the same service, and it was 
also pointed out that the Grand Trunk 
scheme would cut the Maritime ports 
out from the winter traffic, which would 
be diverted to Portland and New York.

BULLER AND THE BRITISH PRI- 
WATE PRAISED.

London, Dec. 1—“Had not so many 
of our burghers proved false to their 
own colors, England, as the great Bis- 
marck foretold, would have found her 
graye in South Africa.” That is the 
keynote of the Boer General Dewet’s 
book, entitled “Three Years’ War," pub- 
lished by Archibald Constable & Co. in 
London, and dedicated by the Boer 
General to “My fellow-subjects of the 
British Empire.” It is perhaps the most 
remarkable book by the most remark- 
able leader that any recent war has pro- 
duced. The baldness of the narrative 
only serves to bring into striking relief 
the fiery passages, where a strong man 
literally blurts out his soul in pathetic 
egret or bitter denunciation, In thus tak- 
-ipg the public into his confidence Dewet 
loses nothing of the glamor with which 
hia exploits in the field surrounded him. 
In criticizing he spares no one. Boer 
and Briton come equally under the lash. 
Dewet declares that whatever the Eng- 
lish people may have to say in diseredit 
of General Buller, he had to operate 
against stronger positions than any 
other British General Throughout the 
work the Boer Gencral has ut slight 
raise for Lord Roberts, and little more 
or Lord Kitchener. Gen. Knox, who for 
months was engaged in pursuing the wil 
Boer leader, is almost the only Britis 
General ‘who seems to have struck De- 
wet as a commander with real military 
genius. Of “Tommy Atkina" he has 
many kindly words to say, and declares 
“the British were far from being bad 
shots.” The comparative immunity of 
the Boers from harm, and his own hum. 
orous esca Dewet constantly and 
most fervently attributes to the inter- 
position of God. 

Nevertheless the book teems with ac- 
counta of military and qfher strategies 
by which Dewet outwitted his pursuers, 
Frequently he recounts cases of deser- 
ticn and panic among his own men, 
when his entreaties and  sjamboking 
were all of no avail. Dewet pays a tri- 
bute to General Cronje for his bravery, 
but declares he lost at Paardeberg only 
on account of his fatal obstinacy to 
leave the laager, ag he was advised to 
do by General Botha and by the writer 
himself. Regarding his own forces, De- 
wet writes: “It was far easier to fight 
against the great English army than 
against treachery among my own pco- 
ple, and an iron will was required to 
fight against both. Once, if only our 
orders had been carried out a little 
more strictly, and if only the most ele- 
mentary rules of strategy had been ob- 
served in our efforts to break the Eng- 
lish lines of communication, Lord Ro- 
berts and his thousands of troops would 
have found themselves shut up in Pre- 
toria, where they would have perished 
of hunger. It was not tho skill of their 
Commander-in-Chief that saved them.” 
Of the blockhouses PDewet is frankly 
contemptuous. “The blockhouse policy,” 
he says, “might equally well have been 
called the policy of the blockhead.” 

The writer emphatically defends the 
right to blow up railroad lines and 
trains as the usage of war, and he de- 
clares he never missed an opportunity 
to do’ so.° The so-called war against 
women and the misuse of the white flag 
by the Dritish is sternly denounced by 
the Boer General. who says:—“That 
such direct and Indirect murder should 
hare been committed against —defence- 
less women and.cXldren is a thing 
should have staked nhwhead could never 
have happened in a war waged by 
civilized English nation, and yet it 
pened.”

1 have 
voyaged through the beautiful lakes 
of Huron and Superior—great inland 
seas—wherg forhoura the steamer 
holds you out of sight of Jand. ‘Thus 
L passed from the settled East and 
entered the developing West, or 
“North-West."* as it is called—that 
region -rendered famous by innumer- 
able afterdinner specches, newspaper. 
paragraphs, and imagazine articles. 

Passing Sault Ste, Maric, where 
canoes were curcering over the ra- 
pids, we had our first glimpse of a 
city totally different from staid and 
established Quebec, Montreal and To- 
ronto.. Sault Ste, Marle is a sub- 
stantial city that has rushed sudden- 
ly into prosperous being, as though 
an oak should grow at the rate of a 
mushroom. Our second experience of 
quick town development was suhplicd 
by Fort William, where we — landed. 
It ha& shot several tap roots deep 
into industrial wealth. First, like a 
mouse running round a windmill, I 
circumnavigated tho huge steel grain 
elevators now jin course of erection, 
and which resemble a cluster of Lon- 
‘don gasometets; save that they are 
larger and uglier.

acting Secretary of the Trades Sale Com- 
mittee of the orga fund.

Miss Stephens, in order to get the 
mames and places of the different manu- 
facturers of the Province, wrote to the 
Secretary of the Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of Toronto, who kindly sent her 
in book form « list of all the manufac- 
turers. She, as Secretary of the com- 
mittee, took this list and addressed the 
envelopes therefrom, and enclosed one 
of the circular letters that the pamphlet 
dubs as “the request for the whiskey.” 
Miss Stephens claims she did not know 
who Hiram Welker & Sons were. in due 
course, much to her surprise, she re- 
ceived a letter from the whiskey firm of 
Hiram Walker & Sons, addressed to her 
mother, the President, which she, as 
Secretary, opened. stating they had sent 
two cases of small bottles of best brand 
of “Canadian Club” together with a 
few attractive signs and some small 
cards for dis; at the salesroom. The 
girl was at her wit’s end’what to do 
with the undesirable goods, and con- 
ferred with two members of the special 
committee, and the trio, having a 
knowledge that other churches received 
assistance from the firm, and having a 
desire to swell the church organ fund, 
took upon themselves personally to 
dispose of the goods, not wishing to in- 
sult the donors by returning their gift- 
Miss Stephens wrote personally the pri- 
vate letter which the whiskey firm pub- 
lished throughout the Province, asking 
their permissioweto dispose of the goods, 
and in which not a soul in the Ladies’ 
‘Aid or a member of the church bad any- 
thing to do with but herself. She sold 
the goods and placed the money in the 
fund. Miss Stephens takes the whole 
responsibility upon her shoulders. 

Following is Hiram Walker & Sons’ 
letter to Miss Stephens:— 

“Dear Mme.,—We acknowledge the 
receipt of your favor of yesterday, and 
wo note therefrom that the Ladies Aid 
Society are unable to carry out the 
agreement to dis; of the samples at 
their sale, for which they made a re- 
quest in June last. Your suggestion to 
sell these privately for the benefit of 
the organ fund is perhaps the best way 
out of the difficulty, and we authorize 
you to do what you like with them. 
Yours very truly, (signed) Hiram Walk- 
er & Sons, Ltd. By C, C. Ambery, As- 
sistant Secretary.” 

The liquor men of the town, upon 
hearing the whole story, stopped the 
circulation of the pamphlets.

Saved the Bank He Was Employed to 
Guard, but Was Killed by the 
Desperadoes. 





Chicago, Dec. 2.—The Tribune has the 
{cllowing special from Laporte, Ind. :— 
Crouching behind a pile of clothing in 
the store and hank at, Westville, this 
county, Wesley Reynolds, a sixteen- 
year-old boy employed to guard the 
bank, fought a desperate battle with a 
gang of bank robbers early this morn- 
ing. He saved the funds, but gave up 
his life to do it, The boy, awakened by 
a crash of breaking glass, crept from 
the bank into the store with which it 
is connected, carrying three revolrers. 
He saw the robbers climb through the 


broken window, Then, sheltering him- 
self behind a table joaded with clothing, 


he opened fire. A desperate battle in 
the pret followed. robbers, evi- 
dently three or four in number, return- 


ed the fire. Every fiash of the boy’s 
revolver was answered by a volley from 
the robbers. who had sheltered them- 
selves behind counters and tables. 
Wounded in the head and neck, the boy 
fought on. He had emptied one revolv- 
er and fired five shots from another, 
when &@ bullet struck him in the heart, 
and be fell dead. The rob , believing 
that the shots had arouw the town, 
fied, stole a horse and buggy, and es- 
ca leaving a trail of blood that was 
followed for an eighth of a mile, and 
which was ample evidence that some of 
them were wounded. The boy's body 
was found early this morning, and the 
town aroused. A big posse was formed. 
and tracked the robbers six miles to the 
spot where they had abandoned the 
buggy and fled toward tt Yaiway. The 
posse is determi upon lynching the 
murderers if they are caught. The 
Sheriff ia in pursuit, and a reward of 
$1,000 has been offered for the capture 
of the men.

PERSONAL CHARGE AGAINST 
MB. SUTHERLAND, 





Woodstock, Dec. 2—The hearing of 
the South Oxford election trial was re-; 
sumed bere before Judge Street 
and Judge Britton, Interest in the 
case has apparently decreased, judging 
by the attendance. 

The whole of the afternoon was de- 
voted to the charge that Donald Suth- 
erland, the respondent, paid Richard 
Lloyd, hostler at the Queen’s Hotel, In- 
gereoll, a dollar to induce him to vote. 
Abraham Young, who confirmed Lloyd's 
statement, was recalled for cross-exam- 
ination. In answer to leading questions 
by Mr. Blake—allowed by the court as 
being of the cross-examination— 
Young flatly contradicted his previous 
testimony. He said that on the day on 
which he awore he saw the money given 
he was working on the railway, and 
that it was earlier in the season that 
-he was off work. He was not off dur- 
ing May. Constable Fick saw him about 
giving evidence, and Fick and Lioyd told 
him to stick to the story he had told 
at the previous trial. He was persuad- 
ed to tell what was not true. George 
Sutherland saw him in Woodstock, and 
told him to stick to it. and there would 
be a good thing in it, that “two tens and 
@ five” would be handed to him in an 
envelope when the trial was over. Lloyd 
told thm there was a good thing in it 
for him. 


To Mr, Watson witness admitted that 
he had made the statements he made 
at the previous hearing, to several par- 
ties before the trial. The story he told 
to-day he had not told to anyone be- 
fore entering the box, except to the law- 
yer. He had been with McNab, his fore- 
man, yesterday, working, After the 
previous hearing McNab said to him:— 
“You were wrong in the time. and the 
beat thing you can do is to withdraw.” 
Mr. Maxwell, one of the St. Thomas 
solicitors engaged on the case, was with 
MeNab at the time. 

Witness said that he did eset. Suth- 
erland in the Queen’s barn. He saw 
Mr. Sutherland hand Lloyd something, 
and Lloyd showed him the money, but 
he might have had the money in his 
pocket and pulled it out with his hand. 
He believed the story he told at the 
previous trial to be the truth, until he 
found out his mistake. He started to 
study it out about a week ago. Prtch- 
ard and Lloyd were present when Suth- 
erland handed Lloyd the money. He 
admitted that on clection day he ‘was 
drawing for himself and the sectionmen, 
but was paid for his time by the Michi- 
gan Central. 

G. H. Mabee swore that he saw 
Young in the Queen’s Hotel barn be- 
tween 3 and 4 o'clock on the day after 
the meeting. 

Wm. Anderson swore that he was 
working in the Queen’s barn on tho 
morning after the meeting, and saw 
Young splitting wood there. This con- 
firmed Young’s original story. 

Lloyd was recalled, and swore that 
he was with Fick when the subpoena 
was served on Young. Young was paid 
$2.50, and there was no promise of $25 
and no effort to persuade him to give 
tvidence. Young made a_ declaration 
which was produced in court. He did 
not even know George Sutherland. 

Albert McNab, the foremati~ over 
Young, produced his time sheets, show- 
ing that Young had not been off duty 
during May, 

George Brown, a young sectionman, 
working with Young, did not know that 
Young was off at any time during May, 
There was a row about Young's evi- 
dence at the last trial. 

Wm. Ferguson, poll clerk, swore to 
Lloyd’s taking the oath. Lloyd then 
told him he had not received money 
from either candidate. He had him 
sworn to find if he had. paid out money. 

Donald Sutherland, the respondent, 
swore that on the day after the meet- 
ing he asked Lloyd to hitch up his riz. 
He could not recall anything that was 
said at the time. He did not say: “Here 
is a dollar; vote for me, and it will be 
#il right" He never asked Lloyd for 
his vote, or pald him anything for his 
vote. It waa quite likely he gave Lloyd 
a tip. He did-not remember seeing Ab- 
raham Young or Pritchard in the barn. 
He had several times been at the 
Queen's barn. He could not remember 
whether he had given Loyd tips in April, 
1902, and on the 26th of May. He could 
not recollect what was said the day af- 
ter the meeting, but had money been 
talked of he would have remembered 
it. He gave Lloyd money, but could not 
Tecollect how much. It was quite pos- 
sible that there were two men near the 
door of the barn during his talk with 
Lloyd, He would not contradict paying 
Lloyd 50 cents, but he would not pay 
him a dollar, as that would be an un- 
reasonable amount. He had given tips 
of ten centa, and might have given tips 
of five centa. He had given tips of 25 
cents, but could not fix any instance. 
He had no recollection of paying Lloyd 
a tip in April, 1902. The evidence in 
the charge was concluded at 6 o'clock 
and argument of counsel will be heard 
to-morrow morning.

Washington, Dec. 3—Among the im- 
portant expressions of President Roose- 
velt in his message to the two Houses 


of Congress at the beginning of the secx 
ond session of the 57th Congress are 
the following :— : ; 

We still continue in a period of ua- 
bounded prosperity. 

A fundamental base of civilization is 
the inviolability of property, but thia 
is in nowise consistent, with the right of 
-eociety to regulate the exercise of the 
artificial powers which it confers upon 
the owners of property, under the name 
of corporate franchises, in such a way 
as to prevent the misuse of these pow- 
era. We are not hostile to them; we 
are merely determined that they shall 
be so handled as to subserre the pub 

, question of regulation of the 
trusts stands ‘apart from the question 
of tariff revision. Wherever the tarift 
conditions are such that a needed clgnge 
cannot with advantage be made by the 
application ‘of the reci; ty idea, then 
it can be made outright by a lowering 
of duties on a given article. 

In my judgment the tariff on anthra 
cite coal should be removed. 

The formation of the international 
tribunal which sits at The gue is 
an’ event of good omen, from which 
great consequences for the welfare of 
all mankind may flow. 

The Congress has wisely provided that 
we shall build at once an isthmian ca- 
nal, if possible, at Panama. The At- 
torney-General reports that we can un- 
doubtedly acquire good title from the 
French Panama~Canal Company. , 

I hope soon to submit to the Senate 
'm reciprocity treaty with Cuba. A 
convention with Gréat Britain bas been 
concluded, which wit! be at once laid 
before the Senate for ratification, pro- 
viding for reciprocal trade arrangements 
Detween the United States and News 
{oundland on substantially the lines of 
the convention formerly negotiated by 
the Secretary of State, Mr. Blaine. If

By 
thoughtless mistakes and culpahio 
negligence thay may have inspired 
their children with a contempt for 
themselves which has been the be- 
ginning of an cvil life, ending in 
spiritual death.

‘And yet there are 
thousands upon thousands of homes 
in America,in which you would not 
have to visit more than two 
three days before you could, 

there, tell which was the favorite 
son or daughter. That child 
perhaps be better dressed, as old 
Jacob aroused the jealousy of his 
other children by buying for his fav- 
orite boy, Joseph, a coat of many 
colors, That child will have a bet- 
ter'room in the house than the other 
children. » IIo will have more spend- 
ing inoncy; he will be allowed to do 
what the other children are not al- 
lowe’ to do. On the other hand. 
tho child which is not the parental 
favorite will often bo shoved into the 
background or sent away to the 
country, as Jesse sent his youngest 
son. David, off to tend the sheep. It 
is casy cnough for parents to say 
that they have no favorites, but tho 
words of the lips do not always cor- 
respond with the facts of the life. At 
nearly every funcral of a little child 
which I have attended in my pastor- 
al. work I have heard a statement 
like this inade by the side of tho 
white casket: **It is too bad the lit- 
tla one was taken. She was her 
father’s or mother’s favorite.’* Now 
tefore God to-day I declare that no 
parent has.a right to have a favor- 
ite child—no favorite unless that 
child is a born idiot or an invalid or 
one who should be cared for and 
guarded the more carefully because of 
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to keep a ** Ryrie’* 
Watch—aside from break- 
age—in perfect action for 
two ycars, there is no 
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r helplessness. The frater- 
nal ‘hatred existing between Esau 
and Jacob can be‘directly attributed 
to Isaac's favoritism for his eldest 
son and Rebekuh’s | favoritism for 
her, younger boy. “And many and 
many a’ home is broken up to-day 
because fathers and mothers will per- 
sist in showing preference for ons 
child at the expense of the affection 
they ought to show for their other 
children. 5 Se 
Parental favoritism ‘has caused 
many a boy or girl to be skeptical 
of a father’s or a mother’s love—tho 
same kind of skepticism which, in 
India, a little girl had who a few 
years ago made a significant compar- 
ison to an American missionary. In 
India a daughter is supposed/ to be of 
such o low order of creation that 
some Mohammedan priests assert 
that women hare no souls and no 
hereafter.: ‘And so one day when this 
was trvine to describe 
God's fove for her sex, she said 
“Why, it is the smallest love in tho 
world, if it is love!’ **How small 
is that?'’ asked the Jady missionary. 
“Ob, very, very small."”. “But how 
sma)l?"* “Why?” answered =the 
young Indian maiden, ‘'the love of 
God fer us women is as small—it is 
as small as the love my father. felt 
for me on the day that I was born.’’ 
May God never allow you, O father 
mother,’ to instill such a dis- 
torted idea of parental affection into 
any child’s mind and heart on ac- 
covnt of favoritism for some pf your 


children at the expense of sxe others. 


May God inspire every one of you to 
teach your boys and girls that each 
oné of them has a full measure of 
your love! May God inspire all par- 
ents to treat all their children alike, 
with the’ exception that they should 
bea little gentler and more thought- 
ful of tho child who is sick, or. is 
‘crippled, liko Mephibosheth, who'was 
Jame in both his fect! 

Allowing the servant girl to take 
the place of maternal and paternal 
companionship can truly be classed 
among parental sins, I would not 
for an instant cither say or write 
ono wordt which would wound — the 
ferlings of thousands and tens = of 
thousands of young women who have 
consecrated their lives to tho noble 
calling of nursegirl’s work. Some 
of the. mightiest men of the ages 
have testified that they would nover 
have been . what they. were but for 
the aclf. sacrificing love of — their 
nurses, who not only rocked them to 
sleep when they were tired, but also 
started their little fect in the paths 
of rectitude and picty. The Earl of 
Shaftesbury declared that the great- 
est inspiration for a truce religious 
Mife wns instilled into hm by the 
faithfulness of his Christian murse. 

But though many of our houschold 
Servants may be to us and to our 
children as the Earl of Shaftesbury’s 
Christian nurse was to him, yet no 
true father or mother can afford to 
delegate the physical, moral and re- 
gious trdining of their children to 
fervants, no matter how faithful and 
true (iose servants may’ bo, No wo- 
man can take the place of a truc mo- 
ther’ by the side of the crib! No 
man ram do for the boys what a 
consecrated father is able to do when 
he is‘Tuithful to the trust which Gud 
haa‘ gisen to, him. 

Oh, anan, Studying the debit and 
eredit sides of your ledgers, covnling 
up your hundreds of thousands of 
dollars and carefully watching tbe 
manifold details of a vast mercantile 
enterprise, which taxes your physical 
and mental energies’ to .the utmost, 
you may think you have no time to 
exninine into the details of how your 
thirteen-yoar-old son spends his 
weekly allowance. But you ought to 
take that time. On account of that 
parental neglect you may live to re- 
gret tho day that you were bern ond 
also the day that your son was 
born. Oh, woman, you inay think 
this is the age for the emancipation 
of your sisters. In pride you may 
listen to weekday Iectures on wo- 
man’s rights and Shakespeare and 
sculpture and art. You may consid- 
er it a great social opportunity to 
be able to join a card party one af- 
ternoon and go to a tea the next af- 
ternoon and be the equal and the as- 
sotinte of the social queens of our 
most prominent cities. But no so0- 
cial nor worldly honor ought to be 
great enough or important enough to 
entice you away from your nursery, 
so that you must delegate the care 
of your children to a hired servant. 
Parental neglect is not in God's sight 
a simplo misdemeanor, it is a sina 
burning sin—which may not only ce 
stroy tho spiritual life of the child, 
but impair also the eternal happiness 
of the father and mother. It is a 
sharp two edged sword which, with 
one stroke down and another stroke 
up, can destroy not only the~ rose, 
but the bush which gave it birth. 

Lack of nursery discipline can 
sometimes be classed among parental 
sins, or, rather, mistakes. We would 
not like to call-the actions of a too 
indulgent parent by such a harsh 
word ax sin. ‘Yet Solomon, who 
o the words of mytext, gave 
t pareatal mistakes of overindul- 
nenes even a harder definition than, 
that of sin Ile snide “He that 
sparecth his rod hatcth his son, but 
he that loveth him, chastencth him 
hetimes.”" In other words, we have 
a right to make by this quotation 
the simple deduction that if a father 
will not make a child learn to obey 
him, then he is very apt to Ict a 
child learn to despise him. 

Hypocrisy is the most awful of all 
Parental sins. No matter what the 
father or mother may do, as long as 
the child can firmly believe that — his 
parents are living consecrated, god- 
ly, pure and noble lives, that child 
is bound to the foot of the cross 
with bands of steel, but when the 
child believes that his mother and 
father are Jeading hypocritica: lves, 
pretending one thing to the world 
and living another kind of life at 
home, as a rule, there is very little 
temporal or épiritval hone for the 
child. Bad parents generally have 
bad children, The sins .of those 
fathers and mothers gre Visited upon 
the children, even to the third and 
fourth gencration. 

Sometimes the reverse of this rule 
scems to KA true. Good parnts, al- 
so, for awh wty seem to have bad 
childrea. but tf vou will carefully 
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study the history of differrnt’ Chris- 
tian homes you will gcnerally—aye, 1 
be.ieve always—tind that the childien 
of consecrated, godiy parcnts who 
have trained them up in ‘the way 
they should go will always turn out 
right, while those hypocritical par- 
ents who do not’train up their 
children right will ultimately have 
their children turn out wrong. 
Parental examples and training in- 
variably reproduce ‘themselves in the 
lives of children. ‘There is a benuti- 
ful story told of « noted) kins’ in the 
far.cast who was about to take a 
journcy into a. remote part of his 
kingdom. Ho therefore sent ahead of 
him a trusted minister to build for 
his royal master o suitable’ palace 
where the king could lodge in the far 
tountry. .When- the ~ royal’ courier 
reached the remote part of the king- 
dom, he found a plague ragisg there 
and people were dying -by thousands 
and tens of thousands. So, instead 
of taking the moncy from the royal) 
treasury and spending ft for bricks 
antl stoncs and mortar, the royal 
messenger spent it for, bread and 
medicine. With it he dug graves and 
buried the dead.» With it he. bought 
clothing to protect the living. | And 
when the king came and found what 
his messenger -had done, instcad of 
punishing his minister, h& commena- 
ed hiin. He said: ‘Oh, faithful ser 
Vant, you have builded for ine a pal- 
ace. You builded it in the hearts of 
my people. ‘You have builded ; its 
white walls out of the tombstones 





graves of the dead. You have jewel- 
edit with the tears you have wiped 
away. You have made my palace 
echo with the sweetest of songs; for 
those songs are tho echoing sobs 
which you have astilled.’" So, * like 
the king of old, who sent his messen- 
ger intosthe far country: God sends 
us forth os parents on a most im- 
portant mission. By our examples 
and self sacrificing love, we are to 
build the ‘palace of purity in the 
hearts of our children. What we do 
invariably decides how our children

shall live and dic; it decides their 
eternal welfare. The influence of 
noble Christian parents upon. the 


lives of their children cannot be des- 
cribed better by me in closing than 
by telling the history of my old 
heme, the heme of my boyhood!

I never knew 
any one os those seven children to 
have more indulgence than the oth- 
ers. Ench had the full measure of a 
parent’s love.

Way back in the dim past, long bo- 
fore I was born, they had set-up tho 
family altar. I was carricd to that 
sacred altar when so young that I 
sometimes used to fall asleep during 
the prayers. My father and mother 
Were not bound together'so much by 
Les of nw as by unbreakable ties of 
love. The first question father  al- 
Ways asked when he:entoered the home 
was, ‘Where is your mother?’" The 
first question mother asked when the 
came home was, ‘Where {s your 
father?’’ They were side by side at 
the marriage altar. They were sid¢ 
by side in the Christian training of 
their children. Vand in hand as 
Partners they spread two tables for 
their children. The one was for the 
sacred communion of family worship 
the other was the dining table, where 
we children were taught to love one 
another. Christ was asked to sit at 
both tables.

To me is left only 
the hallowed memory of their wise 
andtender training, which will re- 
main with me an in@uence and an 
example to the endof my life By 
my own exterience I cammend to 
you, O\ fathers and mothers, this 
duty of parental care and solicitude, 
May God help you to perform it so 
efficiently that when you pass from 
earth into the glories of heaven your 
children may rise. up to call you 
blessed, May ~ God answer this 
prayer of a anxious father to kcep 
us one and all from committing the 
parental sins which everywhere beset 
us and which so easily may, destroy 
ux and jeopardize the eternal welfare 
of our loving, trustful children.

‘CHINA HOT "RUSTED, 














ers Published. 





London, Dec. 4—A Parliamentary 
paper issued yesterday gives the corres- 
pondence relative to the evacuation of 
Shanghai by the troops of the powers 
interested. The most striking point is 
the directness with which Foreign Sec- 
retary Lansdowne instructs Minister 
Satow at rex to inform Prince 
Ching, President of the Chinese Foreign 
Office, that. “his duplicity” in agreeing 
to Germany's conditions regarding the 
Yangtse Valley while simultaneously 
informing Great Britain that he knew 
nothing thereof. “was deeply resented.” 
and that Great Britain would not be 
bound by any pledges of the Chinese 
Government or the Viceroys whereby 
British freedom of action to maintain 
order and protect British interests in 
the Yangtse Valley would be limited. 
A similar notification was sent to Ger- 
many, Lord Lansdowne stating that 
the principle of the “open door,” on 
which Germany based the proposed conh- 
ditions, was sufficiently safeguarded by 
the existing interagreements, Germany 
replied that she would ‘drop the con- 
ditions, since she had received  satis- 
factory assurance from China. 





HOME RULE MEETING. 


Eight Hundred and Fifty Dollars 
Collected at Ottawa. 


Ottawa, Dec, 4—Eight hundred 
and fifty dollars was subscribed 
at last night's meeting in tho 


Russell Theatre in aid of home rule. To 
this amount Mr. W. C. Edwards, MLE, 

the Chairman, contributed 3100; Hon. 
R. W. Scott, $50 ; Mon. F, It. Latchford, 
#25, and Mr. John Heney, 23. Two Cab- 
inent Ministers were present—Hon. Jas, 
Sutherland, who occupied a box, and 
Hon. K. W. Scott, who sat on the plat- 
form. In reply 10 an address of wel- 
come, read by Mr. D* ‘Arey Scott, Messra. 
Joseph Devlin and Edward Blake spoke 
cloquently and forcibly, and urged the 
co-operation of Canada in order to se- 
cure the blessing of home rule for Ire- 
land, In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Ulake made an allusion to the political 
situation in_Ontlario, He said that Ire- 
land was ruled)by the minority, and not 
the majority of its clected representa- 
tives. “I Know nothing,” he observed, 
“about your domestic alfaira in my oxn, 
native lrovince, but I am told you do 
not know which side is in the majority.” 
{Laughter,) A vote of thanks was 
unanimously adopted on the motion of 
Hon. R. W. Scott, seconded by Hon. 
John Costigan. The attendance at the 
meeting was disappointing, but there 
was no lack of hearty applause.

The six members who opposed the 
plan did s0 ostensibly, on the ground 
that a Free Library Board can de- 
mand an amount from the eity equal 
to one-half mill on the dollar, amount- 
ing in the case of Belleville to $1900.

THE INTERCOLONIAL MEETING 
THE SITUATION. 
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General Manager of the C.P.R Ob- 
jects to the Embargo on the 
Maine Short Line. z 










Montreal, Dec, 4.—Speaking of the 
cattle export situation yesterday, Mr. 
Nicoll, Second Vice-President and Gen- 
eral Manager of the C.P.K., said :—Ihe 
Government permits cattle to run 
through the State of New York, which 
touches the quarantined States of Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts and Vermont. 
Maine does not touch any of the quar- 
antined States, We can therefore to- 
day send cattle from here to New York, 
but not by our route to St. John. Send- 
ing cattle by the Canadian Government 
railway 270 miles longer means so much 
more motive power and so much more 
rolling stock required, but possibly the 
additional prices that cattle exporters 
will be able tu obtain on account of the 
quarantine will enable them to pay a 
lugher rate to the Canadian Government 
tailway while our route is being quar- 
antined, 1 consider the restrictions 
through Maine at the present time as 
unnecessary, and it would, in my opin- 
jon, be more in order to prohibit ex- 
poster through the State of New 

york, where the road runs so Close to 
the infected districts, through a coun- 
try where cattle arc raised in large num- 
bers.” 

Mr. James Hardwell, Assistant Gener- 
al Freight Agent of the Intercolonial, 
says he considers the statement that 
the Canadian l’acific is out of the cat- 
Ue business ny reason of the embargo as 
most extraordinary, “The only reason 
they give us,” he said, “is that they can- 
not alford to loan us cars which the In- 
tercolonial is willing to return promptly, 
and to pay the customary rate for their 
use, -We are in a position to handle all 
the cattle trade offered us without any 
difficulty. We have plenty of motive pow> 
er, and if the Canadian Pacific does not 
wish to patronize the Intercolonial there 
must be some other reason for it, The 
Grand Trunk are treating the situation 
in a much more patriotic and broad- 
minded spirit.” Me said that the In- 
tercolonial shipped one train load of cat- 
tle for St. John yesterday, and that an- 
other train load left to-day. 

Mr. J. W. Loud, Freight Trallie Man-

Autheritative Pps from. 
London and Ottawa—The Disease 
Continues to Spread Eapidly. 





London, December - 5.—The  offi- 
cials of the Department of Agri- 
culture had no choice in enforcing the 
prohibition of the importation of cattle 
from Portland when Maine was included 
in the cordon drawn by the United 
States sanitary authorities. They did 
not take defensive cetion against Cana- 
dian cattle, but simply duplicated the 
United States precautions against the 
foot and mouth disease. .There are no 
complaints at the Canadian High Com- 
missioner’s office against the prohibition 
of shipments of Cunadian cattle via 
Portland, Veterinary experts here as- 
sert that the foot and mouth disease is 
$0 contagious that cattlemen themselves 
have carried the infection from one 
Scotch or English town to another, 

Ottawa, Dec. 5—On hearing of the re- 
port telegraphed to the Canadian papers 

rom Boston that the British Board of 
Agriculture were permitting the entry 
into British ports of cattle from Boston 
and Portland, Hon. Sydney Fisher to- 
day cabled to Lord Strathcona a query 
as to whether this waa true. The High 
Commissioner replied that the report 
was entirely incorrect. Accordingly the 
embargo on the shipment of cattle from 
Maine will stand, 

Boaton, Dee. 4—In a tele 
gram to Acting Seceelary of Ag 
riculture Moore, Dr. Salmon’ says that 
the situation here is very serious, and 
that there‘are about 3,000 cattle in the 
herds ‘known to be affected. New cases, 
he says. are constan!ly being found, Ex- 
tensive outbreaks of the disease have 
occurred in. Vermont, but Dr. Salmon 
believes the situation can be nailed by 
slaughtering and disinfecting there.

They Tore Up a Bridge on Main

Finally victory rested with the water, 
and the workmen retreated, leaving the 
partially wrecked bridge.

| DEPUTIES FIGHT. 








ML. GAUTHIER’S SAVAGE ATTACK 
ON THE GOVERNMENT. 





Paris, Dec. 8—The Chamber of Depa- 
ties was the scene of violent disturb- 
ances on Saturday. During « general 
melee, which occurred in the space jn 
{cont of the tribune, it was fuund neces: 
sary to summon the military command: 
ant of the Pal.is Bourbon, with a pla- 
toon of infant.y, who forcibly ejected 
two disorderly micmbers who declined to 
retire after an order for their temporary 
expulsion had been voted. The affair 
was the outcome of intense feeling, 
which has been aroused lately between 
the Government’s supporters and the 
minority. The Government had desired 
to close Parliament for the holiday re- 
cess, and this was resisted by the minori- 
ty, on the ground that the Chamber 
should remain in sesuion to discuss the 
budget. The feeling was iutensilied 
when Revisionist Devuty Gautier mado 
a savage attack on the Government for 
its laxuy ia prosecuung parties compect- 
ed with the Humbert scandal Even 
worse than this scandal, he declared, 
was the state of anarchy existing with- 
in ‘the courts, within the _ police, and 
within the Government, He called on 
the Minister of Justice, Valle, for un 
explanation ef the affair. 

‘dhe Minister made an emphatic re- 
joinder, declaring that the scandals of 
the republic were far lesa _rumerous 
than those of the empire, which still 
lived in memory. He closed with the as- 
sertion that Frederick Humbert had been 
an Abolitionist Deputy. This immed- 
jately threw the Chamber into violent 
tumult, the members of the Night shout- 
ing t denials, Amid the diu 
Deputy Goulant, Socialist, exclaimed 
that Minister Valle’s statement was a 
lie, and was known to be a falsification 
of facta, President Bourgeois sought to 
restore order, but in vain, The Minister 
of Justice, who ha.l taken the tribune, 
was unable to proceed on account of the 
tumult, and resumed his place on the 
Ministerial bench. The group of Minis- 
ters now became the centre of an angry 
demonstration. Deputy Syveton, Nation- 
alist, made his way towards the Minis- 
ters ard addressed them with angry im- 
precations. The friends of the Minis‘ers 
and members of the Left gathered in the 
Hight space before the tribunal and near 
that of Syveton, and the latter was soot 
scconded by scores of Deputies from the 
Right. The two angry clemnts surged 
back and forth, exchanging blows ‘with 
clenched fists, and for several minutes 
this scene of riotous confusion con- 
tinued. 2 

Fremier Combes at last left his Min- 
isterial colleagues and mounted the tri- 
bune, in hapes that he would be able to 
read a decree of the Government sus- 
pending the seasion, but Deputy Coulant 
already held the tribune and refused to 
vacate it. The Premier appealed to Pre- 
sident Mourgeois, who ordered Coulant 
ta descend, but the latter again refused 
and Combes withdrew, and four 
Guardea were summoned to conduct M. 
Coulant from the tribunc. 

In the meantime the disorderly scenes 
on the flewr continued. Fndiny it im- 

ssible *>. reatore order, lresident 

urgeois declared a recess, After a re- 
cess of fiftcen minutes the session was 
resumed, and the President of the 
Chamber called on Deputies Syveton and 
Coulant to spologize for their conduct. 
Coulant made the first response, declar- 
ing that he withdrew not a word of 
what he had said, and the disorder again 
broke out, but was quickly quelled. 
President Bourgeois then asked the 
Chamber to act, and an order of 
censure wan adopted, with: temporary 
expulsion, all the members of the, Left 
and a portion of the Centre part¢ vot- 
ing for the order. As Deputy Coulant 
‘remained in his place, the usual formali- 
ties of expulsion by force were adopted, 
and Col Tieaseyre, Commandant of 
the military at the Palais Bourbon, with 
a platoon of infantry, was summoned. 
The soldiers marched into the Cham- 
ber, and Deputy Coulant was escorted 
out amid’ derisive cries from the Goy- 
ernment supporters, and the cheers of 
his friends, 


Deputy Syveton also declined to make 


a retraction, declaring that Minister 
Valle wos the aggressor, and stating 
that he had sent his seconds to the 
Minister, Prerident Bourgeois there- 
mpou referred the Deputy’s case to the 
Chamber, which voted censure, with tem- 
porary expulsion, and the President re- 
queated that Syveton withdraw. But 
the latter refused to do so, and M- 
Bourgeoise once more suspended the ses- 
sion temporarily, while the military con- 


tingent again marched into the Cham-~ 


ber and escorted Deputy Syveton out 
amid cheers and groans, The Chamber 
by a majority if 336 votes ta 156 gdopt- 
ed an order of the day expressing con- 
fidence in the Government. The decree, 
closing the session, for the recess was 
then read. The seconds of Deputies 
Syveton and Valle will make final ar- 
rangements for a mecting of their prin- 
cipals on Monday. :

CONCERNING COATS. 





Sensible Hints In Regard te the Wear 
and Care of Garments. 

“Now that the orercoat season Is on 
again,” said an uptown tailor in the 
course of a conversation on the care of 
clothes, “one sees the utter Inability of 
the average man to properly wear and 
care for his garments. Jackets may 
be worn anyhow witbout much de- 
tracting from their owners’ appear. 
ance, but overcoats, like frock coats, 
require care in handling and In wear- 
ing. Not one man in a thousand knows 
how to put on his coat correctly. Ig- 
norance and carelessness in disposing 
of the garment when not In use make 
the wearers of even the best coats ‘look 
like 30 cents’ beside the man with a 
cbeaper article, but who knows how to 
wear and care for It. 

“Men curse their tallors when after a 
few days’ wear they find their coats 
ont of shape at the shoulders and 
hanging badly: The art of the tailor 
has of course a great deal to do with 
the appearance of a coat, but on the 
customer himself much more depends. 

“Most men when they are being 
measured and fitted assume all sorts 
of unnatural postures, They forget 
that what they really want fs a gar- 
ment to fit their ordinary shape and 
not the forced figure which they pre- 
sent to the tailor. 

“Then, again, when the new coat 
comes home the owner tugs it on any- 
bow and wears it Mapping open. Every 
new coat should be carefally molded 
by the wearer Into the shape of his 
everyday figure. He should get his 
shoulders well into it, and In order to 
arrive at that result be should hare 
assistance on at least the first slx occa- 
sions on which h¢ wears the garment 
The coat should be carefully buttoned 
downward, not the reverse, as Is 50 
often the case. For at least one hour 
on each of the first six days of use the 
coat should be kept buttoned. It will 
then have adjusted itself to the pecull- 
arities of the figure.”—New York 
Times, 


- ° Tarantala Bites. 

George H. Hillyer of West Superior, 
Minn., one of the best known gold min- 
ing experts In the country, has explod- 
ed the theory that tarantula bites must 
be either fatal or seriously inconven- 
fent. He was bitten more than a dozen 
times on a recent tour of inspection in 
southern Arizona. Nearly every mine 
shaft in that part of the country is in- 
fested with tarantulas. The white min- 
ers wear gloves to protect themselves 
from the yenomous spiders.

The secret of Mr. Hillyer’s immunity, 
according to his own theory, is the fact 
that be had taken more than thirty 
grains of quinine within the twenty-

VICTIMS BELONGED TO NOVA 
SCOTIA AND NEWFOUNDLAND. ~ 





Halifax, Dee. 8—Seven persons were 
killed and as many more were injured, 
some of them seriously, in a railway ac- 
ident at Belmont Station. on the Inter- 
colonial, eight miles from Truro,’ early 
Saturday afternoon. The passenger cx- 
press No. 25 of the C BP, i, from Hali- 
tax for Montreal. was derailed, and, la 
addition to the appalling iist of fataliies, 
the big locomotive was piled up on the 
trackaide and three cars were s.nashed 
to splinters) ‘The accident was ono of 
the worst in the history of Maritime 
railways, The pilot of the eagine be- 
same partly dotuched, it is supposed, 
and the engine jumped the track, plung- 
ed along the ditch for threo Jengths and 
toppled over on its side, burying bencath 
the boiler stalwart Samuel ‘Tr.der, the 
engineer, who died at his post with 
wareely an instant’s warning. The 
baggage, postal and second-class cars 
were piled together in a heap, and tho 
track strewn with wreckage, The first- 
class dining and Pullman coaches were 
left on the track uninjured. * 

Of the dead five were, it is believed, 
<illed instantly, and the other two vic 
tims died shortly after being taken from: 
the wreck. To the former death came 
with dramatic suddenness. All the vie 
lims, except the engineer, were in tho 
second-class conch. When the engine 
left the rails the three first cars 
were telescoped ard the passengers were 
hurled from their seats and piled to- 
gether beneath the debris. Yhat any of 
them is almost — ineredi- 
ble, for the car was almost completely 
demolished ‘and the occupants were bur- 
jed beneath the ruins, bruised, bleeding 
and in several instances diatigured al- 
most beyond recognition. it was a dis- 
tressing spectacle, Lut willing hands 
were soon at work removing the dead 
and the dying. -_ 

Engineer Trider was killed as he sat 
at the throttle. He had, it is believed, 
at the first indicati.n of danger, shut 
off the steam, but had not time to leave 
his seat before be was carried down to 
his death in the wild plunge of the awift- 
running engine. Mis mate, Harry Camp- 
bell, fireman, had crawled half-way from 
the cab window, and as the engine car- 
eened was thrown clear of the wreck and” 
escaped with slight injurr. The escape 
of Express Messenger Norton and Postal 
Clerks Pipwell and Relyca, who were in 
the two first cars of the train, was al- 
most equally as miraculous, All three 
were injured, but net very seriously.

“FLOUR RATES TO ADVANCE, 


The Increase Will bs on Freight For 
Export Only. . 
Dec. 9.—Canadian rail. 
roads will shoily make an 
advance in freight rates on flour for 
export from points in Ontario to the 
seaboard. The advance will average 
about 21-2 cents per 100 pounds, and is 
made because of the advance put into 
force by the roads from Chicago to New 
York, The ports affected by this ad- 
vance will be Halifax, St. John, Boston, 
Portland, Vhiladelphia, Baltimore and 
New York, There will be no advance in 
local rates Um flour, which were reduced 
last month, 

The original intention was to have 
the advance in export rates go into ef- 
fect yesterday, but a proposal was 
made to extend the time till the 17th. 
This will be considered at a meeting of 
the Canadian Freight Agents’ Associa- 
tion, to be held in Hamilton to-day, and 
will probably be carried out. It is said

te Dodging Comes From the Ances- 
tral Method of Avolding Foes, 

The flight of the snipe js swift, rigor- 
ous and usually for the first few yards 
erratic. The bird gets under way 
smartly, and as a usual thing goes bor- 
ing up wind in a style rather sug- 
gestive of n feathered corkscrew. A 
series of electrical zigzags get him to 
top speed, whercupon his progress 
Bteadles a bit and he darts away in 
something more like a straight linc. As 
@ gencral role a flushed bird springs a 
few feet Into the alr, hangs for the 
fraction of a second, then begins to 
twist and dodge as though the Old Boy 
was at his tail It would be very in- 
teresting could we discover the original 
cause of the dodging. Possibly some 
ancient foe, now long extinct, was best 
baMed by that mode of fight, for 
there usually is some such explanatian 
for pecullar actions by wild things. 
Because the filght happens to be puz- 
zling to a gunner fs no guarantee, that 
the bird dodges for that purpose—such 
an explanantion would imply a deal 
more Intelligence than the entire tribe 
of snipe are possessed of. Snipe, of 
course, dodged on the wing long prior 
to the appearance of firearms, and it 
is extremely unlikely that the erratic 
Hight has anything In the nature of 
protective tactics against the devices of 
human foes—Edwyn Sandys in Out- 
tog. .

When the eldest child was 
fourteen years oid she sent him to work 
in the mines, At the end of the firs: 
month the boy brought home his wage 
atatement, showing that the mother 
owed $398 for back rent. The boy’s 
wages for the month had been taken off 
the bill, and he came home open-handed. 
She submitted to this, and in the course 
of time her next boy was old enough to 
help earn a living, and he, too, was sent 
to the colliery. Like the older brother, 
the second boy’ received no pay, his 
earn being deducted for rent. The 
money she earned for cleaning the Mar- 
kle office was never given to her, but 
kept by the company for rent. She said 
it took the three of them thirteen years 
to. make up the debt, the mother’s earn- 
inga from the neighbors being the prin- 
cipal contribution toward the mainten- 
ance of the family.

ST. THOMAS TO BUFFALO, 


Further Details Plans of 
the New Railway Syndicate. 

Boston, Dec. 10—Details regarding 
plans of the St, Louis-Vere Marquette 
Syndicate show that the syndicate is 
now in full control, having purchased 
20,000 additional shares privately, and 
working in full harmony with the prin- 
cipal Boston stockholders, constituting 
with them a majority of the interest. 
The first step will be an extension of 
the road to Buffalo from St. Thomas, 
Ont., 120 miles, forming connection with 
the Lake Eric and Detroit River road.

MILLS AT BRANTFORD 











Erantford, Dec. 10.—The large Win- 
cey factory operated by the Slings- 
by Manufacturing Company, in the 
Holmedale, was entirely destroyed by 
firo yesterday, and the loss will be 
in the neighborhood of $60,000. About 
one hundred persons will be thrown out 
of employment as 2 result of the blaze, 
which was one of the most disastrous 
that has visited this city in several 
years. The flames made terrific progress, 
and practically nothing was saved. it 
Was impossible to move the heavy ma- 
chinery, and the most valuable of the 
machines, the cards, were the first 
to suffer from the flames, The plant of 
the Slingsby Company consisted of five 
or six buildings, one large one and four 
or five smaller oncs, some frame and 
some brick. The main building is a 
large one of brick, three storics high. 
The fire started a few minutes after the 
dinner hour, and the girls and men were 
at their places. On the third floor the 
carding machines are placed, and it was 
im one of these the blaze was caused. 
Some foreign substance presumably got 
mixed in the cotton that waa being card- 
ed, aud in a moment the fabric was ig- 
nitcd. The machine was being operated 
by Mr. Albert Hearn, and he made des- 
perate efforts to stop the fire, but the 
material un which it was feeding was of 
such an inhammable character that his 
efforts were in vain. The mill was to- 
tally destroyed, and the loss, which will 
be in thy neighborhood of $60,000, is 
covered by insurance. 

Montreal, Dec. 10.—A fierce fire broke 
out yesterday morning about 10 
o'clock at 1,313 Notre Dame street, oc- 
cupicd by J. V. Boudrias, spice dealer. 
There was a high wind at the time, and 
the thermometer was about ten below, 
and owing also to the surroundings 
there were fears for a while of a very 
bad fire: The neighborhood i« known 
to the fire chiefs as a dangeroua one, 
and no time was lost in responding to 
the alarm.

Willemstad, Island of Curacao, Dec. 
11.—There was a great patriotic demon- 
stration in Caracas last night, when the 
news arrived that the British and Ger- 
man warships had seized the Venezuelan 
war vessels at La Guaira. Crowds pa- 
raded the streets, singing triotic 
songs. Violent speeches were delivered 
et various points, The populace march- 
ed to the palace of President Castro, 
who made an address. The mob then 
mored on to the German Legation, 
shouting “Death to the Germans.” Tho 
windows were shattered with stones 
and attempts were made to force the 
doors, but the latter resisted these ef- 
forts, and Mme. Von ‘im-Baltazzi, 
the wife of the German Char, Af: 
for the 
past two months and therefore could 
not leave Caracas with her husband, 
was saved-from the violence. 

Amid cries of “Death to the Ger- 
mans,” and “Down with the foreigners,” 
the populace directed its way to the 
German residential quarter and gather- 
ed outside the Hotel Klindt and tho 
German Club, vociferating and uttering 
insults. The Belgian Charge d'Affaires, 
¥F. J. 8. Goffart, was arrested by mis- 
take for a German, because of his fair 
complexion. “In spite of his vigorous 
protests he was taken to the Police 
Station, but released ten minutes later.

BRITISH AND GERMAN CONSULS 
ABRBESTED. 





Tendon, Dbe. 12—A despatch to The 
Uendon Daily Mail from Willemstad, 
Talend of Curacao, dated December 
11, says >—“ The Venezuelan author- 
ities at Puerto Cabello are fortifying 
that town. They have seized and im- 
prisoned the British and German Con-

The authorities also scized’a British 
steamer which was discharging a 
cargo of coal at Puerto Cabello. This 
vessel was unable to escape owing to 
a breakdown in her machinery. The 
American Consul at Puerto Cabello 
atteupted to intervenes, but was dis- 
tegurded.” The British Consul at 
Puerto Cabello is RB Kolster. The 
German Consular representative is

Kingstown, Island of St. Vincent,

London, Dee. 12—The Central News 
says it was repoMed in the lobby of 
the House of Commons yesterday 
that the allies have landed blue-jackets 
at La Gusira forthe purpose of ef- 
fecting the ‘capture of President Cas- 
tro, and that ting is going on in 
the streets. The Foreign Ottice bere has 
toe information to this effect. 

In the House .of Commons yester- 
day Under Foreign. Secretary, Cran- 
dorne confirmed the reports of the 
capture. of three - Venezuelan vessels 


‘at La Guaira, and the disablement of 


a fourth vessel without resistance, and 
also confirmed the capture of the Ven- 
tzuelan: gunboat Bolivar at Port of 
Spain, Trinidad. Two of the prizes, he 
added, were sunk. 

The Under Secretary also said that 
the release of the British subjects ar- 
rested at Caracas had betn demanded, 
but that up to that time the Govern- 
ment had not been informed that the 
demand. had been complied with. The 
Government had no ofticial information 
of the reported arrest of the British 
Consul at Caracas. “The latest informa- 
tion received was that he left La Guaira 
yesterday evening. The British subjects 
arrested had not been harmed. 

The Under Sccretary announced also 
that the British ViceConsul at La 
Guaira and some women and children 
were taken on board a British man-of- 
war yesterday evening and added that 
it was reported that President Castro 
held the British and German prisoners 
as hostages. . 

La Guaira, Dec. 12.—The Venezuclan 
fleet was captured yesterday by ten 
German and four British cutters. They 
went alongside the Venezuelan veasels 
and ordered them to surrender, and, 
without a shot being fired, the British 
and German forces seized the Venezuclan 
fieet in the name of the German Em- 
peror and the King of England. Two 
of the vessels which were undergoing 
repairs were broken up. The German 


cruiser Panther ateamed into Ahe har-’ 


bor during these proceedings with her 
decks cleared for action. The Venezuc- 
lan steamers were taken outside the 
harbor, and carly this morning the Gen- 
eral Crespo, Tutumo and Margarita 
were sunk. .The Ossun was the only 
vessel spared, in view of the protest 
made by the ¥rench Charge ‘d’Affaires, 
H. Quievreux, who notified the ‘com- 
modore of the allied fleet that the Os- 
sun is the property of a Frenchman, ~ 

At 10 o'clock ast evening 130 German 
led to Cardonal, a sub- 
urb of Guaira, in which is situated 
the residence of the German Consul, 
whom, with his family, they placed on 
béard the warship Vineta. On their 
way back to this port the German sail- 
ors met a party of Venezuelan soldiers, 
but no collision took place. At 5 o'clock 
this morning a landing party of thirty 
British seamen went to the British Con- 
sulate and conducted the British Con- 
sul and his family on board the Ke- 
tribution.

Tornoto, Dec. 12—The statement 
by Mr. F. H.- Clergue that 
the steel rail mills at Sault Ste 
Marie have been closed down after hav- 
ing filled all orders booked has been 
challenged. Mr. Wm. Mackenzie of the 
Canadian Northern Railway, in an inter- 
View, justifies the action of that con: 
pany in ordering rails from Germany, 
and says:—“We have endeavored to 
give the preference to Canadian manu- 
facturers. In view of the great import- 
ance of not having the construction of 


the Canadian Northern Hailway lines 
delayed during the summer, we did not 
want to rely solely upon Mr. Clergue’a 
mills-to produce the rails contracted for 
by the time mentioned, and we gave 
additional orders to other mills for rails 










to be-delivered during the summer, And 
in view of the fact that there are still 
over seven thousand tons of our ten 
thousand ton order undelivered us con- 
tracted for, and in view of the loss we 
have met with because of such non-de- 
livery and the delay to our works, we 
think our course 3m not placing orders 
for all our rails with Mr. Clerrue was a 
whse one. Had we relied solely upon his 


2,500 tons of the 10,000 tons of rails con- 
tracted for by the Canadian Northern 
Railway, Mr. Clergue to-day made the 
following statement :—‘The — Algoma 
Steel Company have rotled all the raile 
required by the terms of their. contract 
with the Canadian Northern Railway,”

They are equally divided between 
grade Galloways, grade Shorthorns and 
grade Merefords. ‘They will not return 
to the west, but will be experimented 
upon before they meet the natural end 
of beef cattle. They. will be stabled 
and fed at the Agricultural College and 
at Major Hood's farm, and the results 
will be taken to determine if a success- 
ful business can be done by Ontario 
farmers in “finishing” western cattle, 

“Only 15. per cent. of the American 
range cattle are shipped direct to the 
market. The remainder are shipped cast 
and stall-fed until they reach condition 
for slaughter,” said Mr. Peterson to The 
Globe correspondent, “and that is why 
the American range cattle bring better 
prices than ours, In shipping our range 
cattle to England they are so wild that 
they reach the old country before they 
will eat anything ontincment, and 
as they are immediately alaug ytered you 
ean imagine what a drop there is in the 
price and the weights 1 believe a good 

usiness can Le done to our mutual ad- 
vantage in finishing Canadian range cat- 
tle in Ontario. ‘they could be shipped 
east and sold at some central point, 
such as Toronto, and feeders could be 
laid down here for $35 or $10, leaving 
a good margin for the Ontario farmer.”

The Rotation of Cranus, 

Everybody who takes an interest In 
astronomy is aware that the two outer. 
most plancts of the solar system, Ura- 
nus and Neptune, are believed to rotate 
backward; that is, in a direction con- 
trary to the rotation of all the other 
members of the system. But the eri- 
dence that they do thus rotate is Indi- 
rect; such, for instance, as the fact that 
their satellites revolve backward in 
their orbits. Recently, however, Henri 
Deslandres of the Meudon observatory 
has applied a metbod of determining 
the direction of rotation by spectro- 
scopic obserration, which gives direct 
evidence that in the case of Uranus at 
least the rotation is really backward. 
The method is based on the inclination 
of the lines in the spectrum of a ro- 
tating body, and resembles that by 
which a few years ago Professor Kee- 
ler demonstrated the motions of Sat-

CASTRO ASKS THE UNITED 
STATES TO ARBITRATE. 


London,  Dece 13—A London 
Daily Mail despatch from Wil- 
lemsted, Curacao, dated December 11th, 
says that the forcign residents of Puerto 
Cabello are taking refuge on board the 
German cruiser Vineta and the British 
cruiser Ariadne,’ which veseela are 
threatening to bombard the town. 

Washington, Dec. 13—A’ cablegram 
received at the State Department yester- 
day from Minister Bowen at ‘Caracas 
states that the Veneruclan Government: 
has requested him to propose to Great 
Britain and Germany that the dilticul- 
ties ‘arising out of tne claims for alleg- 
ed damages and injuries to British and 
German subjects during the civil war be 
submitted to arbitration. 

“In conformity with the understanding 
reached with the representatives 
of the British and German Goveroments 
here, this ‘proposition frum President 
Castro will be duly laid before those 
Governments, the State Department act- 
ing merely as a chann:] of eommunica- 
tion. Not much hope is entertained. of 
the favorable reception of the pr. posi- 
tion, as it is felt tue affair is progr ssed 
too far‘ for a settlement by pcaceful 
methods, is made by. the Vene-

fore beginning the blockade. No orders 
were given to sink them. If, however, 
any ressel has been sunk, this was a 
military measure neces in carrying 
out the foregoing orders. No report has 

et been received from Commodore 

reder, the German commander. Only 
& report from Herr Von Pilgrim-Baltaxzi 
bas reached here on this subject up to 
6 pm. yesterday. It was as follows :— 
“Four Venezuelan veasels captured. One 
of them disabled. Two German vessels, 
the Vineta and Panther, and one Eng- 
lish, the Resolution (Retribution?) par- 
ticipated in the seizure.” 

e Foreign Office here refuses to be- 
lieve the vessels were sunk, and will not 
credit the report until confirmatory news 
Is received officially from the German 

tatives on the spot. At any) 
rate, it is added, if the vessels were 
sunk, it was the result of joint action 
of both squadrons, and meeting resis- 
tance. 

The Foreign Office has published two 
of Minister Bowen's despatches, which 
were communicated by the State De- 
partment at Washington to Minister 
Herbert and which were feecived ‘ast 
night. despatches relate to the 
attack wy the German ‘Legation at 
Caracas. and give Mr, Bowen's steps to 
obtain the release of, the 53 German and 
British subjects arrested in Caracas, and 
the announcement that all the persons 
apprenendes had been released. 

racas, Venezuela, Thursday, Dec. 11. 
—The Government has taken preserva- 
tive measures at La Guaira. All the de- 
posits of coal at the navy yard ‘and all 
the British cars on the La Guaira Rail- 
road have been brought here, rendering 
impossible the transportation of the al- 

troops by rail. General Ferrer, the 
Minister of War, spent all dey. to-day 
in choosing spots in the mountains where 
trenches are to be dug. 

The Governor of Caracas has issued 
the following decree:—“All Venezuelans 
living in the Federal district between 
the ages of 18 and 50 yeare must en- 
roll themselves in the militia; any such 
person refusing to enroll voluntarily, as 
patriotism demands, will be declared a 
traitor and sent before, the tribunals” 
It is reported that the plan of tho Hrit- 
ish and German forces is to secure the 
ports of La Guaira and Puerto Cabello. 

The English telephone office has been

La Gusaira, Venezucla, Dec. 13.—The 
defensive preparations at the strategic 
points on the heights tack of the town 
are being vigorously pushed forward. 
The deposits of powder in the fortresses 
of Lavigia and San Carlos hare been 
removed, Great patriotic demonstra- 
tions are being made, and! ereryone 
capable of bearing arms is offering his 
services. The embargo pleced upon the 
harkor corporation has been removed.

The Italian Government Aiding the 
British in: Somaliland—Hopeful 
View of the Irish Eituation. 


London, Dec. 13.—The Foreign Secre- 
tary, Lord Lansdowne, was the princi- 
pal guest at the annual banquet, given 
in London of the Unitet Club, 
tn+a speech of considerable length tho 
Foreign Sccretary touched upon tie most 
prominent topics of the day. He said he 
did not believe that in any part of the 
world waa Great Hritam open to the 
charge of bearing inveterate antipathy 
to anyone, not even to Venezuela, “if 
that republic,” said Lord Lansdowne, 
“would desist from committing. out- 
tages upon British subjects and British 
property, if she would pty her just 
debts, and if she would repiy to diplo- 
matic representations made her in per- 
feetly courteous Jangusge, there would 
be no need whatever of any quarrel. I 
might add,” sald the Foreign Secretary, 
that “Venezuela should be enttnt to 
put herself on a moderate ajowance in 
the nnitter of revolutions. In Jess than 
seventy years Venezuela has indulg'd in 
the luxury of 104 revolutions, Three re- 
volutions in two years stéms.tu me to 
be altogether unreasonable. 1 am glad 
that in Venezuelan waters at this mo- 
ment German and British warships and 
sailors are acting side by side in en- 
forcing the just demands of these two 

wers,” 

Continuing, Lord Lanedowne said that 
in Somaliland the Italian Government 
was giving Great Sritain invaluable fa- 
cilities in the conduct of operations, and 
he hoped soon to dispose of the ditti- 
culties created by the Mad Mullah in 
that part of the “world. 

Concerning Ireland, the Foreign Sec 
retary said, the condition of that coun- 
try might be regarded to-day with lese 
misgiving than at any time for many 
years st. The home rule question 
had receded further into the background 
.than at any time within his recollee- 
tion

IMPACTED EAR WAX. 





Where I¢ Comes Prom an€ Hew 31 
Should Be Treated. 

The normal secretion of the orifice 
of the car Is the product of glands 
situated Jn the outer balf of the canal 
only. This secretion—the cerumen, or 
ear wax—Is slowly-poured from the 
gland ducts as a thin, yellowish liquid, 
As it quickly Joses a large amount of 
its watery elements by evaporation 
and becomes ‘admixed with dust it 
forms a thin layer, waxlike in color 
and consistency, which normally cov- 
ers only the outer portion of the canal, 
that In which the glinds are located, 

‘This layer of material probably bas 
it chief function, In common with the 
few small hairs in the same location, 
jn protecting the vibratory membrane 
=the drum—from the contact of dust. 

It Is Interesting to observe that the 
exit of this layer of wax {s accom- 
plished by nature chiefy with the ald 
of the motion communicated to the 
ear canal by the movement of the jaw 
in chewing and talking, 2 motion read- 
Ity. felt by touching the oritice with 
the ‘finger tip during these processes. 
The constant inc-ease of the secretion 
Is therefore provided with’a corre- 
sponding loss, which takes place almost 
as imperceptibly as the constant loss 
of the superficial layer of the skin from 
the surface of the body. 

Ths explanation server to make 
clear why the use of ear spoons, pins 
or hairpins ts unnecessary. The use

The first intimation of the presence 
of impacted wax Is often the sudden 
occurrence of a consideralye degree of 
deafness. This is most Ifely to bap- 
pen on a damp day or just after or dur- 
Ing a bath. A slight amount of mols- 
ture causes the mass to swell so that 
the narrow chink previously existing 
between the mass and the: canal fs 
closed. If It is not now removed, the 
mass may shrink and the hearing pow- 
er’ be temporarily, restored, only to be 
lost again when conditions arise caus- 
ing an Increase In the size of the-mass,

water from a piston ear syringe Is usu- 
ally regarded as the safest and best 
method of removing the mass, the 
handling of which bad better be in- 
trusted to a physician or trained nurse,

Che Resolute Arrives at Port Dal- 
housie After a Fearful Battle 
‘With the Storm—Wreckage of 
Bannockburn Found. 





Whitefish Point, Mich, Dee, 15.—The 
Irst authentic evidence bearing on the 
ate of the steamer Hannockburn, which 
wailed from Fort William over a month 
tgo and never again was seen, came to 
ight yesterday when the captain of the 
Grand Marais life-saving station found 
life preserver from the missing boat on 
the beach. Search of the vicinity in 
which the canvas was found disclosed 
pisces of wreckage, and the beach is 

ing patrofed with a view to further 
ievelopments, _ The life preserver found 
dears seeming bloodstains on its should- 
tr straps. w! are tied. This condi- 
tion is taken to indicate that the pre- 
server had deen washed from the dead. 

Rochester, "Dec. 15.—No news has been 
received of the two steamers, each with 
a tow. that left the port of Charlotte 
last Thursday afternaon at 1 o'clock, 
bound for Deseront>, and it is feared 
tbat they may have bern fost in the 
terrific storm that has been raging on 
the lake, The boats are the steambarga 
Resolute of Uswego, with the three- 
masted schooner Amy Andrews of Buf- 
falo in tow, and the steamer John VU, 
Ua'l of Oswego, with the schooner Noyes 
in tow. Both schooners were joaded 
with coal. The lighthouse watch saw 
the boats run into a heary snow storm, 
thirty miles ont, and not a word has 
been received since. Messages were re- 
seived from Hamilton" asking for 
news of the boats; also from the fam- 
Uy of Capt. Donovan of the John U. 

1, asking for information. The com- 
bined crews of the boats number thirty 
men. The men of the Amy Andrews live 
in Buffalo, the crew of the John O, Hall 
somes from Oswego. The crews of the 
other boats came from Deseronto and 
other piaces along the Bay of Quinte. 

Port Dalhousie, Dec. 15.—The steamer 
Resolute arrived Saturday, having ex- 
perienced a terrible time on Lake On- 
tario. In a blinding snow storm yester- 
day she had the a:hooner A. L. Andrews 
in tow. When about 25 miles out from 
Kingston her tow broke loose from her. 
The Resolute, ecming all the way up the 
fake, made this port at 9 o'clock. 
The Resolute and Andrews left Casrlotte 
gn Thursday night with a load of coal 
for Diseronto. She 1s ecvered with’ iez, 
and the seas were 80 heavy that it broke 
the windows ia the pijot-house, smashed 
her lifeboat on deck into kindlinz wood, 
and smashed the bulwarke fn.

Mr. Balfour’s Kindness. 


Added to the other virtues of the 
new Prime Minister of England 
consideration for the least of these 
who ask his help. Mr, Justin Me- 
Carthy, who is a favorite contributor to 
the “Companion,” tells in the “Outlook” 
a story of Mr. Halfour’s readiness to 
stretch out a helping hand. 

Two or three years ago Mr. McCarthy 
learned that an Englishwoman_who had 
won distinction as a novelist had fallen 
ill, and way suffering from the poverty 
that followed her inability to coptinue 
her fiterary work. Some of her Triends 
thought that she should be assisted by 
a'department of the state, and applied 
to Mr. McCarthyy who is both man of 
letters and politician, to bring the mat- 
ter before the proper authorities. 

There is a smail fund at the disposal 
of the British Government for the relief 
of literary persons in distrest. The fund 
is in the control of the First Lord of the 
Treasury, This office Mr. Balfour held 
at the time, and holl« now.

Mon Alleged to Have Received Big 
Salaries Had to Divide Money, 
With Laborers. 





Scranton, Pa, Dec. 18—The aanthra- 
cite coal operators opened their side of 
the controversy with the mine workers 
yesterday before the Strike Commission, 
and the attorneys for the non-union 
men began calling witnesses, At the 


morning session the miners’ lawyers 
challenged the fairness of certain wage 
statements handed to the commission by 
the Pennsylvania Coal Company, and in 
the afternoon lawyer Darrow had a 
spirited discussion with Chairman Gray 
as to whether or not the miners had 
a tight to know who is paying the law- 
yers representing the non-union men be- 
fore the commission. Mr. Darrow as- 
serted they were employed by the coal 
operators. Chairman Gray finally said 
it was immaterial who paid them. 
The alleged unfairness of the wage 
statements came to the notice of the 
commission as a result of its inquiry 
into the child labor question in this vi- 
cinity. Several little girls testified on 
Monday that they worked all night 
= silk mill in’ order to help their fs 


_ers along. who were employed in the 


mm and received poor pay. Tues- 
day Everett Warren, who represented 
the Pennsylvania Coal Co., handed to the 
commission a wemorandum — showin 
that one father last year received abou 
$1,400 for himself and laborer, and that 
the other father received $1,600 for him- 
self and laborer. At the opening of the 
session, the miners laced the 
two parents on the stand, and they 
swore that the earnings mentioned were 
divided among four to six men, 
~Chairman Gray then requested coun- 
sel for the company to indicate in his 
statement handed up whether the fig- 
ures given are for one, two, or more 
men. General Manager May said:— 
“The Pennsylvania Ccal Company has 
two systems, one where four men work 
in a place, and known as « four-handed 
place, and another. in which there are 
only two men, and krown asa two-hand- 
ed place. The company, he said, does not 
pay the laborer, it only pays the man 
in whose name the place appears. Mr. 
Darrow cross-examined Mr. May. and 
the latter said he did not know whether 
two, four or six men worked to carn 
the money indicated on the memoran- 
dum handed to the commission, adding 
that he got the figures from the auditor 
of the company.

Quebec. Dee. 23—There is pretty rea- 
liable authority for the statement that 
What the Provincial Premiers ask by 
the resolutions adopted at the final 
meeting of the conference on Saturday is 
the readjustment of the Federal subsidy. 
of 80 cents per head of the population 
of the Provinces, so that hereafter it 
may be always calculated upon the 
basis of the last decennial census, in- 
stead of upon tnat of 1861, as arrang- 
ed at confederation. This means, of 
course, a considerable increase in the 
sum of the actual subsidies paid to the 
Provinces, but a limit to this increase 
is provided. When the population of 
any Province has so augmented that 
the subsidy at the rate ‘of 80 cents per |» 
head would exce€Y the sum of §2,500,- 
OU per annum the resolutions propose 
that the suDsidy shall be reduced to 60 to 60 
cents per head. 

On the subsidy question the delegates 
were practicady unanimous, but it “is 
understood that Attorney-General Long- 
ley, on behalf of Nova ‘Scotia, dissent- 
ed from the others on the question of 
the fisheries award of $5,500,000, © the 
division of which between Quebec, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and: Prince Ed- 
ward Island is now demanded.
